WASHINGTON. Jan. 
13 .—Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt today faced a grow­ 
ing revolt in congress over price 
control legislation, with the house 
rebelling a f’er the senate ignored 
the White House's wishes by voting 
a stiff boost in farm price ceilings. 
At the crisis grew, the pre. ident 
summoned house conferees on the 
revised bill to the White House, ap­ 
parently in hopes of negotiating a 
truce. 
The price control bill, drastically 
revised bv the senate after it pass­ 
ed the house, is regarded by the 
administration as vital to stabiliza­ 
tion of the nation’s economy while 
the government spends billions of 
dollars on the war effort. 
The president may win a b°lated 
victory on the farm price sections 
of the bill, ch spite the senate’s re­ 
volt, which boosted the administra­ 
tions' ceilings and gave Secretary of 
Agriculture Wickard power to veto 
any change ordered by the price ad­ 
ministrator, Leon Henderson. 

Wickard 
disclosed 
to

longer wishes this power and that 
he asked congress for it without 
know ing tha' it conflicted with the i 
president’s plans.
